The archives of the Confederate govern- 


ent form perhaps the most interesting set 
"or historical relics in the possession of our 


ent They have been carefully arranged 
and are now packed away from view in two 
or three rooms of the big state, war and navy 
‘building. They are never shown to strangers 
and the. care is taken in regard to 
them. They are full of unwritten history, 

and the secretaries of war of the past have 
Fightly been very careful not to allow the 
Publication for fear that it might revive the 
old war feeling and bring forth secrets which 
should have died with the Confederacy, I 
‘visited them the other day and spent an hour 
or 80 in looking over some Of their curiosities, 
I saw the records of the Confederate congress 
and boxes containing the numerous bills 
which were passed by it. I saw the hospital 
register of Libby prison and I was shown the 
seal of the Confederate treasury, The great 


seal of the Confederacy is not in the possession 
of the government, and this is the only 
one which the war department Itis an 


iron affai“, with a heavy handle, and its em- 
blem is the palmetto tree of South Carolina, 
The die is a little larger around than a trade 
dollar, and about the outside of it run the 
words, ‘‘Confederate States of America,” 
while inside and just over the palmetto tree 
reads, Tbe Treasury Department.”

Ou the next page is a bond 
for $1,000, issued at the same 5 ey and on 
the following one is another for 81 00, but 
this is not made payable until 188, and its 
long list of coupons malte it as large as the 
page in which this letter is printed. It was 
issued in 1863. The paper is poorer than 
those of the first bonds, the engraving is 
poorly done, and it could be easily counter- 
feited. Some of the Confederate money, I 
am told here, was counterfeited, and, strange 
to say, the counterfeiting was done in Wash- 
ington, and the counterfeiters were arrested 
by thé government of the United States, and 
not by those of the Confederate government. 

Some of these bonds are issued at 6 per 
cent., and are made payable two years after 
the vigning of a treaty, of peace with the 
United States government. Some bear the 
face of Jefferson Davis, others that of Alex- 
ander H. Stephens and not a few that of 
Stonewall Jackson. 

The collection of stamps is nearly 
complete, and I am told that the postmasters 
of the United States were continued as far as 
possible in office when they would acknowl-

Some of the government orders are kept 
here printed on the back of wall paper, and 
there is u newspaper here that is printed on 
one side of a sheet of this material. The 
Confederates made some paper, and there are 
envelopes here of their manufacture. They 
are not very good, however, and show that 
they ate the work of amateurs. The money, 
80 far as smaller issues are concerned, of both 
the states and the national government, is 
printed on very poor paper, and during the 
latter days of the Confederacy tickets were 
issucd by firms at Richmond in the place of 
smaller chnge, calling for so much on de- 
mand. State issues, ranging from five ceuts 
to $1, were on similar paper, and one I re- 
member certified that the state of South 
Carolina would pay the bearer five cents on 
the presentation of the licket, about the size 


made. The date of this note ‘was February, 
1868, and its ink was so poor that it is now’ a 
most faded out. On other pages I sawa 
nuuber of commissions for major generals 
and brigadier generals, headed “Jefferson 
Davis, President of the Confederate States of 
America,” and there are among these papers 
passes through the lines, orders for supplies, 
orders upon the Confederate treasury, re- 
ceipts for money paid for bonds, and a thou- 
sand and one curiosities which it is 1 
possible to accurately describe.

The department ion also a full set of the 
signal flags used by the Confederate troops, 
there is a large collection of articles 
which were captured in the Confederate dead 
letter office, embracing photographs, letters, 
Valentines, fancy articles, information from 
the spics of both sides, counter feit money, 
etc., etc. It has also a complete list of the 
Confederate scuators and representatives as 
they appeared on the pay rolls, together 
with the copies of bills aud resolutions intro- 
duced in Congress. 

The Confederate congress met on Feb. 4, 
1861, at Montgomery, Alabama. It was first 
known as the provisional congress, and as 
such it but one house and held four ses- 
sions. ter the permanent constitution was 
adopted there were two congresses, the first of 

fen met Feb. 18, 1862, and which during 
its existence held four sessions. The second 
congress met on the 2d of May, 1864, and it 
held only two sessions, It finaliy adjourned 
in haste on the 18th of March, 1865. In the 
first congress there were members for dis- 
tricts in Missouri and Kentucky. although 
these states had never seceded. But in the 
second congress the number of members of 
the honse and senate became much less. At 
its best estate the Confederate senate num- 
bered 26and the licuse 106, aud in both con-

and the president had the right to sit in them 
and to spenk upon the flaor. Iam told that 
‘the cabinet ministers often covferred with 
congress in this manner, though President 
Davis did not appear in person, 
rfederate constitution was very much lite that 
of the United States, save that it recognized 
slavery and was free trade in characier. It 
prouibited a protective tariff and also pro- 
hibited the African slave trade,
